TRADE CON CONDITIONS OF 
CANADA REVIEWED 


Sir Edmund Walker, president of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, at the 
annual meeting of the shareholders, 
held a fow days ago, analyzed 


fe 
ot 
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to meet as a result of the losses of 
recent years, which can only he pic 
from the profits or from the savings 
of the future. This may mean in 
some cases harder work, a narrower 
standard of comfort and smaller hold- 
ings of land, but the Canada we are 
so proud of today was built in that 
manner.” 


Referring to the condition of the 
live stock industry and the recent 
removal of the British cattle embar- 
go, Sir Edmund expressed his belicf 
that the best opening in the British 
market wag for beef, rather than for 
store cattle, and pointed out the ad- 
vantages which the Canadian brecder 
and packer enjoyed over his competi- 
tor in the Argentine,:on account of 
the quicker shipment and the super- 
jority of beef from grain-fed Canadian 
cattle. He also pointed out that com- 
mon sense would tend to make the 
United States reconsider its unfavyor- 
able tariff, since only one head’ of 
Canadian cattle was marketed in the 
U.S. as against twenty in Canada, and 


since the decreased purchasing power | is, 


of the Canadian farmers) would he 
reflected in decreased purchases from 
the United States. 


The president reviewed the mining 
situation, commenting on the marked 
increase in the output of gold, On- 
tario aloue producing more than 
California. Canada’ was in fact no 
longer,.being, considered solely- as an 
agricultural’ country, but ag also pos-

ATTY. GENERAL {S 
GETTING READY TO 
RECEIVE PETITION 


Attorney General Brownlee is. get: 
ting prepared to act on the petition 
which it is stated will be presented 
to the legislature asking for beer and 
light wines. According to the act 
regarding direct legislation, the regu- 
lations: state that the petition must 
be examined by an officer of the de- 
partment appointed for that pur- 
pose, and which in the case of the 
last petition was examined by a com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose. The 
committee or officer reports to the 
house and before the bill can be 
considered by the legislature, a cer- 
tificate must be submitted by the at- 
torney general that the proposed bill 
in his opinion, within the Iegisla- 
tive jurisdiction’ of the legisslature 
and further as to whether he be- 
lieves it will be any charge upon the 
public revenue. 


Mr. Brownlee has received a eopy 
of the act and it is being, considered 
by the solicitors of his’ department so 
that the certificate may be ready hy 
the time the house opens. 


The petition must in the first place, 
have tho signatures of twenty per 
cent of the total votes polled at the 
last general provincial election, also 
there must be signatures from cighty- 
five per cent of the constituencies, 
equal to eight per cent of the votes 
polled in those constituencies. ‘The 
petition should be presented — within 
ten days of the opening of the legis 
lature, but the rules may be waived 
for its receipt until ten days ater 
the opening. It is an offence against 
the house to sign another person's 
name on this list and the petition 
must according to the regulations be 
presented by a member of the house,

‘strike the reader of this section of the 
new course is the re-alignment of the 
subjects (or branches of education)

there was a strong tendency to sep- 
arate History from Civics, and the 
study or development of Citizenship 
tended to become a more or less un- 
interesting study of methods and de- 
tails of government. Nowhere in the 
course do wo find such evidence of a 
new idea—a new point of vicew—as is 
found in this section. With “civics” 
boxed in a separate section of. the 
time table and studied from a text 
book “all by itself” there was a real 
danger of our accepting the knowledge 
of the details of legislation and the 
history ‘of parliament as a mark of 
good citizenship. The new course 
steers us well away from such a false 
attitude. Citizenship—right — citizen- 
iship--is not a body of knowledge; it 
is an attitude of mind.

The aims of tho course are 
worth setting out in detail. 
are three of them: 

1.---“To refine the children's social 
life in school groups by encouraging 
them to practice helpfulness, symy 
nathy, tolerance, justice, etc." 

2.—To cultivate the natural tenden- 
cies of children to obtain citizenship 
experience--tendencies to  likemind- 
edness, to group effort, to co-opera- 
tion, to corporate life. 

Here in this second aim js found 
the truly “educative” attitude of mind. 
The aim is aot the building up of a 
group of memorized facts—it is the 
cultivation of a tendency towards 
cancel ends. Further the authors 
{frankly accept the tendency toward 
such desirable ends us natural to the 
child. It is in the nature of mun to 
act in likeminded cooperation with 
his fellows. So says the aim (in ef- 
| feet if not in words). Whatever pol-

trary here is a breath of fresh an in- 
| vigorating air directed into a (former- 
ly) dry and dusty atmosphere,

FOR ALBERTA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


In the first place ‘4 


say to give in the school a group ex- 
perience that Shalt carry over to udult 
life. 

Of equal interest to this statemont 
of aim is.the section or methods of 
teaching—tie, of ‘cultivating the toen- 
dency. Two methods are suggested— 
the direct and the.indirect. The for- 
mer consists in “turning to profitabie 
account all the many social situations 
of school life ag they ordinarily oc- 
ur.” (Of this perhaps more will be 
said later). The indirect method con- 
sists in “the study of history, litera- 
ture, supplementary — reading, — etc.” 
Here we catch again that broader vis- 
fon and changed attitude desired and 
expressed in other parts of the course. 
History is not a subject boldly dis- 
playing itself under its exclusive head- 
ing. It is not an end in itself—but a 
means to an end—and that end de- 
finitely stated: Citizenship. In fur- 
ther extension of this idea the auth. 
ors of the course set out in a few 
terse paragraphs the guiding princi- 
ple to be followed in the “reformation 
of the public school course in his- 
tory.” After a brief summary of the 
apparent ideals and aspirations of the 
present generation (which ideals have 
been brought to a focus by the great 


the historical knowledge that is ser- 
vieeable to the ordinary citizen today 
is that which has to do with the 
main developments behind such an 
epoch-making event:as the great war, 
That statement might well be printed 
in bold type on the title page of the 
curriculum, for it shows how com- 
pletely we are shaking off ideas and 
metheds that have naught to recom: 
mend them save their age. It tells 
us in no uncertain ‘language that the 
authors live not in the dim and dusty 
aisles of classical antiquity but rather 
in the second decade of the twentieth 
century.

ANALYZING LIGHT OF A 
STAR 


There are many ways in which a 
knowledge of the stars is obtained, 
and one of these will be briefly sket- 
ched in this article. It is the method 
of breaking up the light from a ¢ 
and studying the tell-tale marks in its 
spectrum, as the analyzed light is 
called. The instrument which thus 
analyzes the star’s light is called a 
spectroscope, and it is not too much 
to says, perhaps, that its invention 
hes done almost as much for astron- 
omy as has the telescope.

; spectrum enables us to measure the 


rate of the star’s motion towards or 
away from us, and, strange, as it may 
seem, it contains the secret of how 
far the light has actually travelled 
to reach us, 

A source of light such as a star ra- 
diates out energy in waves of an al- 
most infinite number of lengths. The 
particular ones which concern us 
here are those giving us the sensa- 
tion of light, whose lengths lie roughly 
between 1-70,000 and 1-33,000 of an 
inch, the former corresponding to 
violet and the Jatter to red light. All 
of these waves travel through space 
at the same velocity. namely, 186,00 
miles a second, and reach us bundled 
together in the point image of a star. 
The function of a spectroscope is to 
take this confused mass of rays and 
sort them out, placing them side by 
side in their proper positions. An 
analogy which has sometimes been 
used seemed to be a fair one. The 
ordinary point image of a star is as 
if all the books’ in a large library 
were thrown together in a disorderly, 
by compaet pile, in the centre of a 
room; we could say but little concern- 
ing the contents and characteristics 
of that library. “The spectriun of a 
star is as the same library when the 
books are classified and arranged, on 
the shelves in complete perfection and 
simplicity, so that at a glance one 
can appraise its contents at any or 
all points. 

The method most commonly used in 
separating the rayg one from another 
is to pass the light through a prism 
of glass. Light travels more slowly 
through glass than air, and moreover, 
there is a gradual lessening of the 
speed as we pass from the red to the 
rays. ‘Thes a peneil of light 
of all wave lengths, from 
the longer red ones to the shorter 
violet ones, will undergo a sorting 
out process during its passage through 
the prism of glass, and instead of the 
point we have a band of light, red at 
one end and violet at the other. From 
this spectrum, whether looked at vis: 
ually or photographed upon a_ plate, 
as is the usual custom we derive our 
information. 

A negative reproduction thus 
shows the spectrum of iron vapor to 
consiot of isolated bright lines, These 
always occur at the same position in 
the spectrum and serve as useful mile- 
posts to survey the unknown — star 
spectrum placed between them on the 
sume photographic plate. We note

numerous dark lines (bright on the 
reproduction) whose positions can 
be accurately determined with respect 
to the lines of the iron standard. If 
the star were not approaching us at 
a very rapid rate the whole spectrum 
would be moved to the right a small 
amount and then opposite each iron 
line we would see a corresponding 
one in the star spectrum. This line 
for line correspondence is taken to 
indicate that iron in the form ct va- 
por is present in that star’s atmos- 
phere, absorbing those particular rays 
of light,

Most of the stars when examined 
fronivtime to time in this way show a 
constant velocity; but about one in 
every three or four is found to vary 
in velocity. Observations one night 
may indicate that the star is reced- 
ing from our solar system, while on 
another night they will indicate that 
it is approaching. The inference drawn 
is that the star is revolving about an- 
other one. in short, that we are deal 
ing wit a double, rather than a sin- 
gle star. If observations are contin- 
ued for a sufficient interval of time 
the period of such revolution. can be 
determined, and much other informa- 
tion deduced from the velocity varia- 
The periods of these spectro- 
scropic binaries, ag they are called 
vary from those of a few hours, when 
the stars are almost in contact, to 
those whose periods are reckoned in 
years and whose separations are of 
the order of several! millions of miles. 
Thus the rhythinic, movement to and 
fro of thé Jines in the spectrum car- 
ries us back to the revolution of ¢ 
bright star about an invisible compan- 
ion whose presence would not other- 
wise be reveated, even by the most 
powerful of telescopes.
